State approves Ark Encounter tax incentives

The Ark Encounter received good news 
last week when the Kentucky Tourism Board 
gave approval to $18 million in tax incen¬ 
tives. 

The board unanimously voted on July 26 
to approve sales tax incentives for the theme 
park, which is being constructed off Ky. 36 in 
Williamstown. 

The Ark Encounter is another develop¬ 
ment of Answers In Genesis, a conservative 
Christian non-profit that also operates the 
Creation Museum in Boone County. 

The project will feature a full-scale replica

of Noah’s Ark as well as the Tower of Babel, 
a bird aviary, a marketplace and a large, out¬ 
door amphitheatre. 

Keith Williams, finance board chairman, 
said the tourism board evaluated the project 
like any other that comes before the board 
and approved the incentives based on an 
analysis of the project’s economic 


impact which showed benefits for the state. 

Approval of the tax incentives was good 
news for local officials and developers of the 
project. 

“There are exciting things ahead for 
Williamstown and Grant County,” said 
Williamstown Mayor Rick Skinner. 

A few days after the tourism board 
approved the tax incentives, House Speaker 
Greg Stumbo said it was not appropriate for 
the state to provide tax incentives to the proj¬ 
ect “because it erects a monument with the 
help of state money theoretically that is recog¬ 
nized by a majority religion in this country.”

Terry Peeples is accused of sexual 
assault and harassment in the latest law¬ 
suit filed against the Grant County jailer. 

Peeples, who is seeking his second 
term in the November election, has had 
previous lawsuits filed against him by at 
least six former employees since taking 
office in 2011. 

A lawsuit filed in Grant County 
Circuit Court on July 30 by a current 
deputy jailer, 

Jessica Jump, 
and two former 
employees, 

Heather 
Hardman and 
Jon Thomas, is at 
least the third 
that alleges sexu¬ 
al harassment 
and/or intimida¬ 
tion by Peeples. 

Peeples, who 
was out of town 
on vacation 
when the lawsuit 
was filed, denies 
the allegations of 
the lawsuits filed 
against him. 

“These lawsuits are politically moti¬ 
vated,” he said. “Do you think it’s a 
coincidence that the same lawyer keeps 
bringing up lawsuit after lawsuit? No, 
it’s not. There’s a personal agenda there. 
Do you think it’s a coincidence that they 
wait until I am out of town to file them, 
hoping that I’m not going to be able to 
make a comment? It’s not a coincidence. 
Do you think it’s a coincidence that they 
are filing them right before a general 
election? It’s not. This is politically 
motivated. This is no more than a slan¬ 
der tactic to discredit and damage me 
before the election.”

Filing deadline nears; 
slate slim so far

Candidates are scarce in most non-parti¬ 
san races for the November election a week 
away from the fifing deadline. 

The May primary has up multiple races 
in the general election for county offices, 
including judge-executive, jailer, clerk and 
magistrates, pitting a Republican against a 
Democrat. 

However, non-partisan candidates who 
would like to run for mayor and city council 
or commission seats in Williamstown, Dry 
Ridge, Crittenden or Corinth have until 4 
p.m. Aug. 12 to file. 

As of Aug. 5, several races lacked 
enough candidates to even fill the number 
of seats.

Zeke Howard has a 
mega watt smile. 

He’s a 1 year old bundle 
of joy that crawls and moves 
quickly despite having been 
bom with skeletal dysplasia, 
often referred to as dwarf¬ 
ism. 

A child with this condi¬ 
tion will have abnormal dif¬ 
ferences in the size and 


shape of their legs, arms, 
trunk or skull. 

In Zeke’s case, his fin¬ 
gers were joined together. 
At birth, his left foot was 
attached to his knee and his 
right leg was formed with¬ 
out the bones to support his 
foot, which causes his bal¬ 
ance to be off.

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Jail captain 
remains on job 
after guilty verdict

A captain at the Grant County Detention 
Center was still on the job days after being found 
guilty of domestic violence charges. 

Steven Skinner, 27, and his wife, Michelle 
Skinner, were both charged with fourth-degree 
assault April 17 after an alleged domestic dispute 
with his wife. 

A Grant County juiy found Steven Skinner 
guilty on the charges July 31. He was ordered to 
pay a $500 fine and court costs, but no jail time or 
probation. 

After Skinner’s arrest, Jailer Terry Peeples said, 
if convicted, Skinner would be fired. 

“We do not employ employees with a domes¬ 
tic violence conviction,” Peeples said in April. 
“When this is said and done, if he has a domestic 
violence conviction against him, I will discharge 
his employment.” 

However, Peeples, who was out of town on 
vacation when Skinner was found guilty, now is 
less certain of Skinner’s future at the detention 
center. 

“I will confer with Judge (Darrell) Link and 
confer with (county attorney) Joe Taylor,” Peeples 
said. “At the moment, my chief deputy, Richard 
Clise, is on extended medical leave. My human 
resources and accounting manager, (Becky) Clise 
is also on extended medical leave. At the moment, 
Mr. Skinner is the only one I have who can do state 
billing and payroll to fill that function in HR and 
accounting. We need to figure out what we’re 
going to do. Obviously, I can’t just cut him loose 
right now and then not have anybody to do the 
state billing so the county gets paid and to do pay¬ 
roll so the employees get paid.” 

The Grant County Sheriff’s Office was called 
to Skinner’s Williamstown home at 1:31 a.m. 
April 17 for a possible domestic dispute with 
weapons on the scene, according to the police cita¬ 
tion. 

The citation states that the couple allegedly 
were in a verbal altercation that became physical. 
Skinner told deputies that his wife had shuck him 
in the face causing a small cut to the comer of his 
left eye and the inside of his upper ftp, along with 
redness and swelling. 

He admitted to deputies that he pushed his 
wife, who fell to the ground and shuck her head, 
causing a large bump on the back of her head. 
Alcohol was involved in the incident, according to 
the citation. Skinner, who has worked for the jail 
for about 10 years, was booked and isolated while 
he was lodged in the jail. 

After the arrest, Peeples said he notified 
Skinner by letter about being placed on paid 
administrative leave until the outcome of the case. 

However, Peeples later brought Skinner back 
to duty in the front office of the jail. 

“We all agreed that if we’re going to pay some¬ 
body, they need to be working,” Peeples said. 
“We’re not going to pay him to sit at home. So, he 
came back and kind of had to earn his pay. We 
kept him busy in the front office and on transports 
and things like that.” 

When asked if Skinner would return to the 
main floor with inmates, Peeples said he was not 
sure until after he speaks with Taylor to determine 
what the legalities are. 

According to policies posted on the Kentucky 
Department of Corrections website, “During the 
initial pre-employment interview, an applicant 
shall be advised, that if he has been convicted of a 
misdemeanor crime of domestic violence he shall 
not be considered for employment with Corrections 
in the following positions: probation and parole 
officer; classification and treatment officer; cor¬ 
rectional officer and a position that requires the 
carrying of a firearm or transportation of an 
inmate.” 


Reward offered in July 25 mobile home fire

Mike and Stacy McCormick 
are hoping a $10,000 reward 
will be enough to entice the 
public to come forth with 
information about a fire that 
destroyed their home. 

The McCormicks were 
notified by a neighbor around 
4 a.m. on July 25 that the 
mobile home they were set¬ 
ting up at 4740 Cynthiana 
Street in Williamstown was 
engulfed in flames. 

The couple had been work¬ 
ing on the property since 
January, waiting for the 
ground to settle before making 
final improvements on the site 
one of their sons would be liv¬ 
ing. 

Mike had been at the home 
on July 23 using a tractor to 
move rocks and dirt. 

“Our neighbor told us they 


heard a loud truck go by 
around 2:30 a.m. and then 
they said they heard people 
walking around,” Stacy said. 

There was no electric on at 
the home. 

“The fire is suspicious,” 
said Williamstown Fire Chief 
Les Whalen. 

Firefighters from 

Williamstown and Dry Ridge 
spent two hours battling the 
blaze, which had burned a 
large section of the mobile 
home with fire already in the 
roof area when they arrived. 

“The home was 75 percent 
involved when we arrived,” 
Whalen said. 

The family has offered a 
$10,000 reward for informa¬ 
tion leading to the conviction 
of those responsible.

Stumbo said he believes the 
board’s approval will mean legal 
challenges against the incentives 
and if the state loses that lawsuit 
the taxpayers will have to pay 
those legal fees. 

However, there are others in 
state and local government that 
disagree with Stumbo’s stance. 

Rep. Brian Linder, R-Dry 
Ridge, expressed disappoint¬ 
ment over Stumbo’s comments. 

“While Kentucky continues 
to lose jobs to places like Ohio, 
Indiana, Tennessee and Texas, 
Speaker Stumbo chooses to 
attack an economic development 
project in my community by 
encouraging lawsuits on tax 
incentives,” Linder said. “I 
believe Stumbo’s comments 
appear to tell those who want to 
bring economic opportunity to 
the Commonwealth that 
Kentucky is closed for business, 
which only serves to further 
drive other businesses out of our 
state.” 

Kentucky Senate Majority 
Floor Leader Damon Thayer, 
R-Georgetown, has also been a 
supporter of the incentives for 
the park. He, too, questioned 
Stumbo’s remarks. 

“Speaker Stumbo does not 
seem aware that the First 
Amendment contains two provi¬ 
sions regarding religion, the first 


is the government may not 
‘establish a religion’ and second, 
nor may it prohibit the ‘free exer¬ 
cise’ thereof. With the Grant 
County project, the tax incen¬ 
tives are not being used for either 
purpose.” 

Skinner said he has concerns 
about a lawsuit over the tax 
incentives, especially because it 
could delay construction on the 
$73 million first phase of the 
project. 

“They’ll collect the sales tax 
and turn that money over to 
Frankfort and then get 50 per¬ 
cent of it back in the form of a 
rebate, but the park has to be 
successful for that to happen,” 
Skinner said. 

“As far as the Ark Encounter, 
everything the developers have 
told us has been true,” Skinner 
said. “There were some issues 
with financing and the Army 
Corps of Engineers but I’ve 
developed a good working rela¬ 
tionship with Mike Zovath and 
I tmst him,” Skinner said. 

Thayer said the tax incen¬ 
tives were awarded based on 
the same criteria as any other 
project, including the number of 
jobs created and the projected 
amount of tax dollars the project 
will generate. 

“This project will not only 
bring jobs to Grant County 
through employment opportu¬ 
nities at the park, but it will 


create jobs through new busi¬ 
nesses like restaurants, hotels 
and other businesses not only in 
Williamstown, but the Northern 
Kentucky region as a whole,” 
Linder said. 

“Numerous leaders, includ¬ 
ing Gov. Steve Beshear, are 
supporting this project because 
they understand the huge eco¬ 
nomic benefits it can bring to 
the Commonwealth, yet 
Speaker Stumbo would rather 
stir up issues instead of consid¬ 
ering the opportunities this proj¬ 
ect will provide to Kentucky 
families,” Linder said. 

The finance board will make 
a decision on whether to grant 
final approval on the incentives 
in the next couple of months. 
The board is waiting on the final 
analysis of the project by a con¬ 
sulting firm. 

The tax incentives, if 
approved, are good for 10 years. 
They can be revoked if the proj¬ 
ect fails to generate sufficient 
economic activity in the area. 

The Ark Encounter had been 
approved for tax incentives for 
the entire project in May 2011. 
It had three years to begin con¬ 
struction of the project, under 
the program’s mles. 

When financing didn’t 
materialize as developers pro¬ 
jected and expected, they with¬ 
drew the application and re¬ 
applied for just the first phase.

But Zeke, with his big, blue 
eyes and blond hair doesn’t let 
those things stop him from 
being active.

Construction of the other 
phases on the 800-acre site is 
planned over the next 12 years. 

Zovath spoke briefly to the 
Grant County Chamber of 
Commerce members at the July 
21 breakfast meeting. 

“We’ve been working three 
years with the Corps of 
Engineers to get final approval. 
It seems like we’ve been talking 
about this with Grant County 
for a million years but we 
should be able to move dirt in 
about a month,” Zovath said. 

A community question and 
answer session is being planned 
sometimes in the next few 
months, Zovath said. 

The excavation contract has 
been awarded and approximate¬ 
ly 1 million cubic yards of dirt 
will be moved for the project. 
That work is expected to begin 
at any time. 

A pre-bid conference was 
held on July 31 at Williamstown 
High School cafeteria with 
more than 120 companies 
attending. 

The projected date for the 
park to open is June/July 2016. 

For Skinner, the project can’t 
get underway fast enough. 

“It is moving,” Skinner said.

Like most 1 year olds, Zeke 
is independent and wants to do 
for himself. 

“He’s learning to eat with a 
spoon,” Connie said. “If you 
put food on it for him, he’ll 
want to hold the spoon to feed 
himself. He doesn’t know 
any better so he adapts.” 

Zeke does not talk much, 
but can say simple words like 
“Papa,” “ba” and “bubby.” 

“If he wants something, 
he’ll scream if he has to to get 
your attention,” Connie said. 

When Zeke’s mother, 
Christina Marksberry, was 
pregnant, her doctors sug¬ 
gested she abort her preg¬ 
nancy because they didn’t 
believe the baby’s organs 
would be formed but she 
didn’t agree and made the 
decision to carry him to full 
term. 

Howard said the doctors 
originally thought about 
amputating only one of 
Zeke’s legs, but after a visit to 
Shriner’s Hospital, the deci¬ 
sion was made to amputate 
both to give him two pros¬ 
thetic legs. 

His surgery is scheduled 
for Sept. 3. 

“We are asking for dona¬ 
tions to help support this 
incredibly happy baby and 
give him the ability to literal¬ 
ly take his next step in his 
life’s journey,” said Howard.

John Halsey: A man with a green thumb

You could say that John 
Halsey, a man of many tal¬ 
ents, who despite being 87 
years young, has lots of life 
left, has a green thumb. 

Born on May 6, 1927 in 
Oakdale, in Breathitt County, 
Kentucky, Halsey is the father 
of five children, three step 
children, 12 grandchildren 
and “don’t ask me how many 
great grandchildren”-but he 
will tell you there are three 
sets of twins in the greats. 

With an impish grin that 
belies his 87 years, Halsey 
will crack a joke in the middle 
of a conversation and never 
skip a beat. Such as in a con¬ 
versation about the affect of 
the moon on planting he says 
“in school once, the teacher 
made the statement the moon 
definitely affects the tide; I 
piped up and said it also af¬ 
fects the untied...” Incredu¬ 
lously he continued, “she 
kicked me out!” And then 
laughs. 

But, get him talking about 
one of his abilities; farming, 
gun repair or knife-making, 
and he’ll give you tips and 
ideas to rival engineers. 

Halsey recalled a state 
department employee that 
stopped at the Grant County 
Farmers Market while out 
conducting a survey. 

“We had a big display of 
vegetables and had black¬ 
berry cakes and had the jams 
and jellies. Finally, he said 
how big a farm do you have? 
I said I have one acre and 36 
hundreds and I have a house 
and a bam and a lawn coming 
off of that, I’m farming about 
a quarter of an acre. And I 
was selling, aver¬ 
aging about $7,000 
off that quarter of 
an acre,” Halsey 
said. 

“You couldn’t 
do that with a hun¬ 
dred acres. But if 
I cut a cabbage, I 
set out another cab¬ 
bage. I kept plants 
growing out there 
in a little bed and I 
kept it full all sum-

mer. And I could start selling 
in May. I could have new 
potatoes and then by the last 
of May I would have straw¬ 
berries and black raspberries. 
And then of course the black 
berries didn’t come on until 
July,” he added. 

Halsey said he makes most 
of his profit from beans and 
tomatoes. 

“You can make if from 
com if you have acres of it. 
Once you snap that ear off; 
that stalk is done for. I don’t 
have enough ground to grow 
com on it (just) for myself,” 
he said. 

Halsey has come a ways to 
get to Grant County. He came 
via Perry, Wolfe and Kenton 
counties finally landing in 
Grant County around 1974. 

Along the way, he joined 
the Army Air Force, worked 
laying carpet and linoleum 
and then settled into farm 
equipment. 

“I’ve retired three times 
in my life...37 years (in farm 
equipment), working six days 
a week; I never missed one 
days work during my working 
life. After 42 years (includ¬ 
ing five in linoleum and car¬ 
pet work) working six days a 
week, I went to the Critten¬ 
den Mt. Zion School (main¬ 
tenance and custodial work) 
and worked for 10 years. Five 
days a week felt; like I was on 
vacation!” he said. 

After that, he repaired 
guns at home however now 
due to limited coordination 
and eyesight, he stopped his 
gun work. He continues to do 
a little woodwork. 

As a child of a coal miner, 
instead of staying in Breathitt 
County and working in the 
commercial mines, he joined 
the Army Air Force. 

“Yes...yes, you heard 
that right, I said ‘Army Air 
Force’,” he said. 

Back when he joined, it 
was, indeed, the Army Air 
Force. Later, it split into its 
two separate arms of the mili¬ 
tary: the Army and the Air 
Force. 

Laughing he admits, “I 
hit a lot of beaches, but all of 
them were in Florida!” Be-

Crittenden 


cause his tour of duty was 
near the end of the war, he 
was stationed in Boca Raton, 
Florida as a clerk typist. At 
his discharge, though, he had 
worked his way up to “head 
of all the enlisted men.” 

After serving his 15 
months, Halsey returned to 
Wolfe County and finished 
high school. This was inte¬ 
gral to his plans of becoming 
an accountant due to his ex¬ 
perience as a supply officer in 
the Army Air Force. He had 
planned to attend Miller Busi¬ 
ness School in Cincinnati. 
However, he found the class¬ 
es weren’t exactly like the job 
and eventually, he changed 
plans and took the job as car¬ 
pet and linoleum installer in 
Kenton County. This lasted 
for about five years. 

Next, he took a job with 
Butler Farm Equipment in 
Nicholson in Kenton County 
for 19 years. Thereafter, he 
took a job with a tractor deal¬ 
er in Gardnersville, KY, now 
Bowen Farm Supply; retir¬ 
ing after a total of 37 years in 
farm equipment. 

But, he was not done then; 
always on the move, he and 
wife, Juanita, promptly began 
working at Crittenden-Mt. 
Zion Elementary School in 
maintenance and custodial. 
He was there for 10 years. 
But, along with his mainte¬ 
nance work, he talked to the 
students. He would tell them 
stories from his life such as 
about the Great Depression. 

“Bread was a dime a loaf. 
It took an hour to earn a dime; 
now you can get an arm load 
of bread for an hours work,” 
he said. 

Since his childhood, 
Halsey has farmed. To care 
for the family, his father al¬ 


ways maintained a garden. 

“Back then, you had to 
have a garden, you didn’t have 
money to buy food.” And as 
a son, Halsey was expected to 
help work in the garden. 

With only a break dur¬ 
ing his Army Air Force stint; 
Halsey has always farmed. 
Although he has retired three 
times, he keeps coming out of 
retirement. And, this year he 
will, once again, come out of 
retirement to sell at the Grant 
County Farmers’ Market, at 
the Crittenden location. 

Halsey originally joined 
the market in 2001 at the in¬ 
sistence of his son-in-law, 
Rodney Stephenson. He re¬ 
members their first day well: 
“Juanita and I was going up 
to set up at the mall. And we 
heard on the radio going up 
there that these planes had, 
you know, hit those build¬ 
ings.” 

Later, he and Juanita con¬ 
vinced the market to move 
some of their booths to the 
Crittenden location which is 
much closer to home. There, 
they built a dedicated follow¬ 
ing of customers. Halsey says 
this is due to being “consistent 
when you are there, rain or 
shine.” 

In 2009, he lost Juanita to 
cancer. That year, he reduced 
his garden and slowed selling 
at the market. And then, he 
stopped selling for the next 
four years, opting to work on 
guns instead of gardens. 

In 2013, along with two 
other individuals for their 
dedication and assistance, he 
was made a lifetime member 
of the Grant County Farmers’ 
Market. 

In 2014, Halsey is plan¬ 
ning once again on leaving a 
retirement. He plans to return 
to the market and sell some 
fruits and veggies. But, he is 
more excited to be selling his 
jams, jellies and butters. 

What is his ultimate goal? 

A big grin breaks across 
his face. 

“I’m going to be the last 
living World War II veteran. 
I’m one of the youngest and 
am in fairly good health,” he 
said.

The Ark Encounter sails 
smoothly under the Constitution 


O ne would expect that any proj¬ 
ect that will bring millions of 
dollars in new capital invest¬ 
ment, create hundreds of jobs and be 
a tremendous asset to Grant County 
and other communities of northern 
Kentucky would be enthusiastically 
welcomed by every Kentuckian. But 
because the project at issue is The Ark 
Encounter theme park, a few radical 
secularists and others are doing their 
best to oppose the park and misrep¬ 
resent both the law and the related 
facts. Fortunately, the secularists’ ar¬ 
guments hold no water. 

The opponents’ interpretation of 
the Constitution is one that has been 
repeatedly rejected by the courts. 
There is simply no question that the 
Commonwealth’s allowance of tax 
refund incentives in exchange for 
the Ark Encounter’s extraordinary 
economic impact to Grand County 
will fully comply with the safeguards 
of the Establishment Clause of the 
First Amendment. The U.S. Supreme 
Court has long acknowledged that 
when a government’s financial bene¬ 
fits program is facially neutral toward 
religion (as the Kentucky Tourism 
Development Act certainly is), the 
provision of funding to an applicant 
who may happen to have a particular 
religious identity or viewpoint is in no 
way a violation of the Constitution. 

According to the Supreme Court: 
“The guarantee of neutrality is re¬ 
spected, not offended, when the gov¬ 
ernment, following neutral criteria 
and evenhanded policies, extends 
benefits to recipients whose ideolo¬ 
gies and viewpoints, including reli¬ 
gious ones, are broad and diverse.” 
Rosenberger v. Virginia (1995). 
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Since its inception, Kentucky’s 
Development Act has been applied 
to extend nearly $100 million in tax 
refund incentives to a diverse array 
of recipients —all to increase tourism 
and economic development. Just as 
every rational person understands the 
Commonwealth was not somehow 
“endorsing” the consumption of al¬ 
cohol when it approved tax refunds 
for a beer distillery tour project in 
2012, or “endorsing” the speech of 
every stand-up comedian or adult- 
themed entertainer who may fill the 
stage at one of the entertainment ven¬ 
ues previously approved, there can 
be no valid argument that the Com¬ 
monwealth will somehow endorse 
the private religious speech or view¬ 
points that may be expressed at the 
Ark Encounter. 

This is clearly not a govern¬ 
ment “grant,” as the secularists have 
claimed, because not a single penny 


will be pulled from the existing state 
treasury to help build or support the 
Ark project. Instead, the Common¬ 
wealth has merely agreed as an in¬ 
centive that it will refund a portion 
of the brand new tax dollars that are 
generated by the park itself, if and 
when the park meets certain atten¬ 
dance-performance levels at the end 
of each year. It’s the same deal that 
every other participant in the Act has 
been given—and that is precisely the 
“government neutrality” that is re¬ 
quired by the First Amendment. 

Kentucky officials and the citizens 
of Grant County are smart to enthusi¬ 
astically embrace the Ark Encounter, 
and the millions of tourists the park 
will welcome to the county from ev¬ 
ery viewpoint, race, color, religion 
and creed. Answers in Genesis, the 
builder of the successful Creation 
Museum in northern Kentucky, aims 
to encourage critical thought and re¬ 
spectful public debate about the vari¬ 
ous attractions and ideas that will be 
presented at its park, and that is the 
beauty and essence of free speech. 

If the secularists and other critics 
were truly proponents of the First 
Amendment as they claim, they 
would want to welcome that civic 
discourse (and tremendous economic 
development), rather stamp it out. 
When the Ark Project sails, every¬ 
body will benefit, even those who are 
stubbornly trying to sink it.

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DOWN AND DIRTY 

Crabgrass’s history 
reveals its 
multiple uses 

A fter the big rain we had I hit the weeds; 
most of which involved wrangling ever 
expanding globs of crabgrass. Yes, this 
is the time when crabgrass rears its ugly head and 
begins to creep through our fescue lawns, sneak 
into our cultivated beds and, when we’re not 
looking, reseeds itself to ensure the continuation 
of the species. Okay, maybe a little melodramatic 
but my hands still hurt from all that pulling! 

Since crabgrass is an annual grass it is all 
about seed. Pre-emergents in the early spring 
will certainly help but what many people neglect 
to do is to reapply the control every six weeks. 
Pre-emergents prevent seed from germinating 
but the active ingredient only remains viable 
in the soil for about four to six weeks. We will 
use corn gluten as a pre-emergent in our trouble 
spots to augment our other weeding efforts. 

A little elbow grease goes a long way. When 
you see a clump of the light green blades begin 
to creep through the fescue, pull it up. With 
all the moisture in the soil (for most of us) you 
will find it quite easy to “weed” small patches 
of crabgrass. Gingerly pull the creeping blades 
that have developed roots out of their entangle¬ 
ment with your fescue. Once you have loosened 
these you can better grip 
the main, center roots and 
pull it right out. Reseed¬ 
ing of bare areas after the 
crabgrass is removed can 
be done at the end of the 
month. 

For more significant 
crabgrass problems you 
will need to apply a herbi¬ 
cide labeled for crabgrass. 
As much as I hate using 
pesticides this is where you 
may have to break the rules 
to manage the problem. 
Products are most effective 
when the crabgrass is in 
the earlier stage of growth. 
Apply two to three times at 
10-day intervals. Continue to use pre-emergent 
controls to prevent any existing seed from ger¬ 
minating. Getting it under control usually takes 
several years of using control methods and prop¬ 
er mowing techniques. Don’t mow the grass too 
short and fertilize in the fall of the year to en¬ 
courage healthy fescue. Once you get your lawn 
back don’t continue with bad habits.

You may be quite surprised at the history of 
crabgrass and how it was first introduced in the 
United States. Actually it came across the ocean 
with immigrants from Europe who had cultivated 
crabgrass for the seed. Crabgrass seed was used 
like millet...a common ingredient in porridges 
and breads. When its use in the kitchen de¬ 
clined due to the more efficient crops of corn and 
wheat (it took 100,000 crabgrass seeds to make 
a pound) crabgrass was used as cattle fodder. As 
the native summer fodder browned out, the green 
crabgrass proved appealing to cattle. Our sheep 
like it so I don’t mind a little out in the pastures 
but we are still battling it in mulched areas and 
walking paths. 

Crabgrass declined in use as fodder by the 
turn of the century but the invasive grass had al¬ 
ready planted its seed. In a relatively short pe¬ 
riod of time crabgrass has spread throughout the 
entire United States. Once we started to have 
manicured lawns, crabgrass really went crazy. 
It was more noticeable, for one thing, but more 
than anything else the fact that we were mow¬ 
ing our lawns short meant that the crabgrass seed 
could make contact with the soil at a much high¬ 
er percentage (that’s one of the reasons why you 
should not mow shorter than two and one fifth 
inches). Yet another lesson in how human activ¬ 
ity can change the environment of a continent.

I got into a debate with my daughters the other day 
about how shallow and meaningless most of the 
music that is out there today is.

He didn’t have to spend all of his time looking at his 
brother’s sin. If he’d just look at himself, he could go 
home. The third brother was a “do-it-yourselfer.” He 
felt if he tried hard enough, he could be free and climb 
home himself. Only the fourth brother understood that 
the only way to get out of the mess he had gotten him¬ 
self into was to follow the son who knew how to take 
him back to the father so he would be home again. 

So I only have one question. Which son are you? 
For God the Father has sent Jesus the Son to locate us. 
If you are tired of the hut that you’ve made your home, 
if you are tired of being so focused on everybody else 
that you’ve not yet gotten around to your sin, if you 
are so tired of trying to work your own way back from 
the place you’re in, God has sent us Jesus, and Jesus is 
willing to take us home.

Hudsons place at Junior Olympics 


Halee and Bryan Hudson spent 
their summer at the track, competing 
most weekends since the end of May 
at meets all over the mid-west. Hours 
of practice and competition paid huge 
dividends, though, as they represented 
Kentucky well on the national stage. 

Halee, a senior at Scott County 
High School, brought placed in third 
place in javelin with a 110’ foot throw 
from the 2014 AAU Junior Olympic 
Games held at the end of July in Des 
Moines, Iowa. She also had respect¬ 
able 15th place performances in shot 
put (36’ 7”) and discus (114’ 7”) 
against the top 17 to 18 year olds in 
the country. 

She also made the podium at the 
USA Youth Outdoor Championships 


held in Bloomington, Ind. with a sixth 
place finish in javelin. 

Her performances were an exten¬ 
sion of her junior year school track 
season that included breaking school 
records in shot put and discus, Region 
6-3A titles in shot put and discus, and 
finishing with a 4th place state meet 
finish in shot put and a KHSAA State 
3A Discus Championship. She looks 
forward to an outstanding senior sea¬ 
son for the Cards and looks to contin¬ 
ue her track and field career in college. 

Bryan, an eighth grade student at 
Scott County Middle School, brought 
home two National Championship 
titles for the second year in a row. He 
threw a personal best 158’ 2” at the 
AAU Junior Olympics to bring home 


the 13U national title. He rounded out 
the JO’s with two more personal bests 
in shot put (47’ 10”) for a 2nd place 
national finish and javelin (113’ 10”) 
for a 7th place finish. 

His first national title came at the 
USATF USA Youth Outdoor meet. He 
placed second in discus but placed 
first place gold in shot put in the 13 to 
14 age group besting athletes from all 
over the country. He finished the sum¬ 
mer as one of the top two nationally 
ranked throwers in shot put and discus 
for 13-year-olds.

JAILER : lawsuit accuses Peeples of sexual assault

Barbara Bonar, who is the attorney for 
Jump, Hardman and Thomas, also repre¬ 
sents two other former employees who 
previously filed lawsuits against Peeples. 

The most detailed and frequent alle¬ 
gations in the lawsuit come from Jessica 
Jump, who was hired immediately after 
Peeples took office in 2011. From the 
outset of her employment, Peeples alleg¬ 
edly began making sexually charged com¬ 
ments and solicitations toward her. 

The sexual advances escalated and be¬ 
came physical, according to the lawsuit. 

“The physical touching by Peeples to¬ 
ward Jump included but was not limited 
to placing his arm around Jump’s waist, 
neck and shoulders, as well as frequently 
touching her breasts, stroking her hair 
and ‘ogling’ her body, sometimes mak¬ 
ing sexual sounds,” the lawsuit states. 

The lawsuit also alleges that on mul¬ 
tiple occasions Peeples would force 
Jump into a location at the jail without 
cameras to sexually intimidate and as¬ 
sault her, including inside a jail vehicle. 

“As soon as she got in the front seat 
of the vehicle, Peeples began to sexually 
assault Jump by groping her breasts and 
grabbing her between her legs, touch¬ 
ing her vaginal area,” the lawsuit states. 
“She could not escape.” 

Jump alleges that around Dec. 29, 
2011, Peeples came to her home and 
sexually assaulted her. 

After allegedly text messaging Jump 
asking if she was home alone, Peeples 
appeared at her door in his jailer uni¬ 
form, according to the lawsuit. 

“As soon as Jump let him in, Peeples 
lunged at her, aggressively forcing him¬ 
self on her sexually,” the lawsuit states. 
“He penetrated her while repeatedly 
slapping her breasts. When he finished 
the assault, Peeples promptly redressed 


into his uniform, mumbling that he 
needed to return to the GCDC, and left.” 

The alleged assault caused painful 
bruising on Jump, particularly in her 
chest area, which she took pictures of, 
according to the lawsuit. 

Following the incident, Jump told 
one or two female associates what hap¬ 
pened, but feared disclosing the details 
to anyone since Peeples had allegedly 
changed his former friendly attitude to¬ 
ward Jump. 

Soon thereafter, the lawsuit states that 
Peeples approached Jump and demand¬ 
ed, “You need to deny we ever had sex, I 
will deny we had sex, and if you say we 
did, I’ll make sure you look like a liar.” 

A few months later, the lawsuit states 
that Jump told a Kentucky State Police 
detective, who was interviewing jail em¬ 
ployees in an apparent criminal investi¬ 
gation of Peeples, about the assault. 

Peeples later allegedly commanded 
Jump to write a complaint against the 
detective in order to fix the problem, 
claiming he was “inappropriate” and 
“unprofessional” in the interview. 

To Jump’s knowledge, no action has 
been taken against Peeples in response 
to her reports to KSP in the spring of 
2012 . 

However, Jump alleges that as a result 
of Peeples’ knowledge of her statements 
to KSP, Peeples has made an effort to de¬ 
stroy Jump’s reputation and credibility. 

The lawsuit claims Peeples began 
telling people Jump was an alcoholic, 
she could not be trusted, she was crazy 
and she needed psychological help. 

The lawsuit alleges Peeples also 
made sexually offensive comments 
about Jump’s appearance, including that 
she could not wear a regular uniform be¬ 
cause of the size of her breasts and but¬ 
tocks. 

“Those pants are a little tight in cer¬ 
tain areas — they make certain areas 


stand out, but I like the way they look,” 
Peeples allegedly said to Jump. 

In the lawsuit, Peeples allegedly be¬ 
came increasingly possessive of Jump, 
demanding she tell him who she was 
dating and what she was doing in her 
personal time. 

Peeples threatened Jump that he 
would terminate her employment if she 
did not comply to his “sexual games” 
and physical threats, according to the 
lawsuit. 

Jump also alleges that Peeples fre¬ 
quently demanded that she write accusa¬ 
tory statements against other detention 
center employees on his behalf, based 
on what he told her. 

As of the filing of the lawsuit, Jump 
was still employed at the jail. 

“She will continue to work at the jail 
for as long as shows up, does her job and 
follows policies,” Peeples said when 
asked about Jump’s employment status. 
“If she doesn’t, then she won’t.” 

Heather Hardman was hired in June 
2011 as a part-time deputy and within 
months, the lawsuit alleges Peeples also 
began engaging in sexually charged hos¬ 
tile actions. 

Along with making comments, Pee¬ 
ples allegedly would also make solici¬ 
tations via flirtatious and inappropriate 
text messages to Hardman. 

“Your priorities should be 1. school, 
and 2. make your boss happy,” one al¬ 
leged text states, adding “I’m not hard 
to please.” 

Peeples also allegedly began to re¬ 
taliate against Hardman because of her 
rejection of Peeples’ advances, includ¬ 
ing demoting her deputy jailer boyfriend 
and illegally assigning her as night shift 
commander where she was in charge of 
330 inmates with no male deputies to aid 
her in dangerous situations. 

In May 2014, Hardman left the jail. 

“After having endured the extremely 


hostile sexual harassment for almost 
two years, after having repeatedly com¬ 
plained about it to personnel both in¬ 
side and outside the GCDC, and having 
suffered retaliation for almost a year, 
culminating in her extremely unsafe 
positioning within the GCDC while no 
action was ever taken against Peeples, 
Hardman, in fear for her life, felt she 
had no choice but to exit her GCDC po¬ 
sition,” the lawsuit states. 

Jon Thomas was hired as a deputy 
jailer in February 2011. 

Thomas befriended Jessica Jump 
shortly after being hired and Peeples 
allegedly took numerous retaliatory ac¬ 
tions against Thomas. 

“Peeples placed frequent ‘write-ups’ 
in Thomas’ personnel file for trivial rea¬ 
sons, repeatedly changed his job duties, 
physically separated him from Jump and 
ostracized him from GCDC manage¬ 
ment,” the lawsuit states. 

The lawsuit also alleges that Peeples 
fabricated allegations that Thomas as¬ 
saulted a GCDC nurse and that the jailer 
sent Facebook messages to Thomas’ fi¬ 
ance in an effort to destroy their rela¬ 
tionship. 

Eventually, Thomas was informed via 
telephone that he was terminated. 

Peeples said he is the right person for 
jailer and the amount of lawsuits filed 
are lower than the numbers against pre¬ 
vious administrations. 

“We have reduced the amount of law¬ 
suits,” he said. “And, over time, we will 
continue to reduce. Every time a new 
jailer comes in, they get hit hard with 
lawsuits to see how the jail and the coun¬ 
ty is going to respond. Then, it starts to 
slack off. We haven’t backed down. We 
have stood our ground. We are contest¬ 
ing and fighting every case. We have not 
lost a single lawsuit yet. They can make 
false allegations, but they haven’t been 
able to prove them yet.”
